“The enemies of the Soviet 
regime, at least the most obdurate 
and Jeast perspicacious, expected 
after my expulsion -from the So- 
viet Dnion, hostile actions on my 
part against the regime hated by 
them.

“You ask whether the new course 


signifies a turning toward 
the road of capitalism. No; for 
such a conclusion I find no basis. 

“We have before us a zigzag 
along the road from capitalism to 
socialism. Taken in part it is a 
zigzag of retreat. But a retreat 
has nevertheless a tactical charat- 
ter. The strategic line can remain 
the old one. The necessity for the 
turn, and its sharpness, were 
brought about by the faults of the 
Stalinist direction during the recent 
period. 

“These faults as well as the In- 
evitability of the turning itself°were 
pointed out by me dozens of times 
during the last two years in tne 
Russian Oppositional Bulletin pubes 
lished abroad (Paris-Berlin). Hence 
the turning was the least possible 
surprise for the opposition of the 
Left. To speak, on the occasion of

The Five-Year Plan. 

“The question of the five-year 
plan took on- the inadmissible 
character of a jumping competi- 
tion. The opposition of the Left 
decidedly warned against this pol- 
icy. especially against the prema- 
ture and precipitate transformation 
of the five-year plan into a four- 
year plan. 

“It goes without saying that it is 
necessary to do everything for the 
acceleration of industrialization. 
But if when put to proof it should 
be shown that the plan is fealiza- 
ble not in four but in five or even 
in six or seven years, that, too, 
would be a magnificent success. 
Capitalistic society developed im- 
measurably more slowly and with 
a much higher number of zigzags, 
turnings and clashes. 

“It is indubitable that the pres- 
ent zigzags to the right have been 
caused by previous faults tn direc- 
tion and signify an _ inevitable 
transitory reinforcement of bour- 
geois forces and tendencies in the. 
country. 

“However, to conserve state 
property in land and especially in 
essential means of production it 
does not signify in any case a re- 
generation of capitalism. Such a 
regeneration is in general means of 
production which would necessitate 
the victory of a counter-revolu- 
tion. 

Dangers ,in New Turning. 

“By this I do not want at all to 
deny that there are certain politi- 
cal dangers connected with the new 
turning. The fight against these 
dangers should consist in this, 
namely to regenerate the political] 
free activity of the masses sup- 
pressed by the bureaucratic regime 
of Stalin.

40 BURNED, FIVE SERIOUSLY, 
IN MICHIGAN OIL WELL FIRE 


Petroleum Ignited After Storage 
Tanks Burst When 
Gusher Comes in.

MOUNT PLEASANT, Mich., July 


18.—Forty persons wére reported 
to have been burned, five or six 
of them seriously, in a fire that 


broke out tonight at a new oll well 
just drilled in about 13 miles east 
of here. 

Reports received here gave the 
names of Walter L. McClanhan, 
owner of the well; A. E. Gorham, 
Mount Pleasant manufacturer and 
an oil scout named Fugitt as be- 
ing among the seriously injured. 

The well was drilled in late this 
afternoon with a production said to 
be about 1200 barrels.

HOOVER SAYS MAJOR PROBLEM 
OF FARMERS HAS BEEN SOLVED 


Refers to Moratorium and Return 
of Normal Economic Life, in 
Wire to Capper. 

By the Astocistec Press. 
TOPEKA, Kan., July 18.—Presi- 


dent Hoover today informed Senator 
Capper that he believed a “consid- 
erable part” of price difficulties 


suffered by Kansas wheat farmers 
is due to “the present paralysis of 
the export market.” 

Senator Capper made public the 
following text of Hoover's telegram: 

~“You are entirely correct in your 
cenclusion that a considerable part 
of the price difficulties of Kansas 
wheat farmers is due to the present 
paralysis of the export market aris- 
ing from the economic crisis in 
Central Europe, which naturally 
affects not only them but all coun- 
tries importing our wheat. 

“The major problem in this con- 
nection has been solved by the aid 
given to Germany in postponement 
of reparations and to other Gov- 
ernments in postponement of debts, 
and I am confident that we will 
bring about a solution to the re- 
maining difficulties.

in the way of French pdarticipa- 
tion in the conference of major 
statesmen to be held in London 


Monday were swept away today in 
conversatfons between the heads 
of the French and German Gov- 
ernments. 

Premier Laval decided, after dis- 
cussing the German crisis with 
Chancellor Bruening and Foreign 
Minister Curtius, that his separate 
negotiations with Germany were 
sufficiently advanced to remove 
the French objections to taking 
part in the London meeting. 

The French decision remained in 
doubt until a communique was is- 
gued at the conclusion of the Fran- 
co-German’ conversations, and even 
then it was set forth indirectly in 
connection with a reference to a 
meeting tomorrow of the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers that will 
be present at the British capital. 
Atmosphere “Genial,” Laval Says. 

Laval made it clear he consid- 
ered the atmosphere cordial dur- 
ing his talk with Bruening and 
Curtius, and during the larger con- 
ference which followed and at 
which the way was opened for 
Franco-German “co-operation in 
the future. 

The French and the Germans 
were wholly frank, it was under- 
stood, the Germans setting. forth 
the details of the crisis in their 
country and saying, in effect, 
“What is the world going to do 
about it?” 

It was recognized here that it 
would have been extremely embar- 
rassing for Laval to refuse to go to 
London, -but he maintained his re- 
fusal to accept the British invita- 
tion -un‘il_ the end of t¢day’s con- 
ferences. 

Co-Operation Discussed. 

The Germans made it clear they 
were in Paris on their way to Lon- 
don, and the departure of Arthur 
Henderson, British Foreign Secre- 
tary, had previously been scheduled 
for tomorrow.

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RUSSIA ANNOUNCES 
METHOD OF MAKING 
SYNTHETIC COTTON 


To Utilize Flax and Other 
Plants in Manufacture of 
the Substitute. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, July 18.—Synthetic 


cotton is about to be produced in 
Soviet Russia. Perfection of a ma- 


chine which “cottonizes’’ rough 
bast fibers for- textiles is an- 
nounced by the Institute for Ex- 
perimental] Research. 

Russia plans to increase its 
output of actual cotton to the 
point at which imports will be un- 
necessary by next year, Develop- 
ment of the cotton substitute would 
provide cheaper textiles to aug- 
ment the production of cotton 
goods, vast quantities of which are 
needed by the population. 

The new machine, called a @e- 
corticator, utilizes flax, hemp, 
mandyr and ramie, fibers which 
grow extensively in many sections 
of the Soviet Union. 

Only 30 minutes are required for 
the ‘“‘cottonization’’ process of sep- 
arating fiber from the plant stem 
and breaking long fibers into short, 
fluffy ‘‘cotton.”’ 

Alexander Krasnoschekovy, chair. 
man of the trust for new textile 
fibers, said experts expected to 
obtain 20,000 tons of “cotton” 
from bast fibers in 1932. Toward 
this end about $12,500,000 has been 
appropriated for the development 
of 17 factories during the next six 
months. Distribution of 400 decor- 
ticators to as many collective farms 
is contemplated.

ULARENGE MACKAY 
WEDS ANNA CASE 


Singer Becomes Catholic to 
Marry. Postal Telegraph 
Chairman. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 18.—In the 


presence of his daughter Ellin, 
whose marriage to Irving Berlin 


Jeaused a three-year estrangement, 


Clarence H. Mackay was married 
today to Anna Case, concert sing- 
er and former Metropolitan Opera 
soprano. 

The 57-year-old chairman of the 
Postal Telegraph and Cable Cor- 
poration, whose Irish immigrant 
father amassed millions in the 
gold rush days, and the _ village 
blacksmith’s daughter, 42 years 
old, whose voice brought her world 
fame, were married in the Catholic 
Church at Roslyn, Long Island, 
where the Mackay summer estate 
is situated. 

Only members of the immediate 
families of the bride and groom 
were present, including Irving Ber- 
lin, writer of popular songs, and his 
wife. 

The family gathering in connec- 
tion with the father’s marriage was 
in striking contrast to the Marriage 
Bureau nuptials of the daughter 
five years ago. Mackay, a devout 
Catholic, had rigidly opposed the 
marriage of his daughter to Berlin, 
a Jew. When informed that the 
wedding had taken place he an- 
nounced it had been done “with- 
out my knowledge or consent,” and 
thereafter refused to receive his 
daughter or her husband. 

When a child was born to the 
couple it was generally supposed a 
reconciliation would follow, but 
this did not occur until the death 
two years ago of Mackay’s mother, 
who had wished father and daugh- 
ter to forgive and forget. 

When Mackay fell in love with 
the woman who was to become his 
second wife he found himself in 
somewhat the same position in re- 
lation to Miss Case as his daughter 
had been in relation to Berlin. For 
Miss Case was not a Catholic, but 
a member of the Dutch Reformed 
Church. The singer, however, de- 
cided to embrace the faith of her 
fiance and was recently confirmed 
in the Catholic Church. 

Miss Case had not been married 
before, but Mackay was married in 
1898 to the late Katherine Duer, a 
famous beauty. They were di- 
vorced 16 years later and the day 
after the decree was made final 
Mrs. Mackay married Dr. Joseph 
Blake, a famous surgeon, from 
whom later she also was divorced. 
Mrs. Blake gave her blessing to 
her daughter Ellin’s marriage and 
befriended her during the period 
of estrangement between father 
and daughter. She is now dead.

Rakes Moratorium and Warns 
Against Meddling With 
European Affairs.

CHICAGO, July 18.—That the 
United States May be drawn into 
serious international difficulties, 
and perhaps war, as a result of\its 
participation in the coming London 
politico-financial conference, was 
the prediction made today by for- 
mer Senator James A. Reed of 
Missouri. 3 

The Senator explained that this 
country cannot mix in disputes be- 
tween France and Germany with- 


out incurring at least an implied 
responsibility. 

“The words of George Washing- 
ton that ‘Europe has a set of in- 
terests in which we have little or 
no concern’ are as true today as 
when first uttered,” he said. 


“In the teeth of Washington’s 
warning and the policies of Amer- 
ican Presidents for nearly a cen- 
tury and a half, we find the Hoov- 
er administration, « without the 
slightest authority of law, first 
proposing to extend the- French 
payment to the United States of 


$260,000,000 in consideration of 


France extending the payment of 


her war claims against Germany. 

“In a word, that means that the 
United States, for 12 months, will 
carry Germany's indemnity to 
France and shall, in order to do 
so, assess Our taxpayers for $260,- 
000,000 to pay interest on the na- 
tional indebtedness we incurred in 
order to obtain money to _ loan 
France. 

“The United States Government 
officials should stay at home and 
attend to the business of this coun- 
try, keeping ,.within the bounds of 
their legal authorities. We have 
here domestic problems sufficiently 
grave to require all of the talent of 
the present administration and the 
best thought of all the leaders in 
tnance and statesmanship.

AKRON. O., July 18.—A half 
dozen huge gas bags will drift away 
from the municipal airport tomor- 
row carrying with them the aspira- 
tions of six crews for the national 
balloon championship and the hon- 
or of representing the United 
States in this year’s international 
Gordon Bennett race. 

Two of the bags will carry the 
khaki of the army, one the blue 
of the Navy and the remaining 
three the colors of civilian pilots. 
The latter include Frank Trotter 
and Roland Blair of Akron, who 
raced for the first time last year 
and won. 

The winner and the second place 
balloon will complete the three 
United States entries in the Gordon 
Bennett race. The veteran Ward

in the international contest started 
at Cleveland. 

The 80,000 cubic feet balloons, 
filled with natural gas, will start 
taking off in five-minute intervals 
at 6 p. m., Eastern standard time 
tomorrow.

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THE MOONEY-BILLINGS INJUSTICE, 

The Wickersham Commission’s latest report, on 
criminal procedure, strikes a telling blow at the con- 
ditions which keep Tom Mooney and Warren Bil- 
lings in California prisons under life sentence, their 
appeals for a pardon unheeded in spite of new evi- 
dence and new disclosures of perjury by witnesses 
whose testimony convicted them. The investigating 
commission does not exceed its function by un- 
dertaking to judge this additional evidence, or to 
pass upon the justice of the men’s convictions. It 
pointedly indicts the system that made it possible for 
the trial court to reject their appeals for a new trial 
because the pleas were based upon matter not appear- 
ing in the record. “Such a state of the law is shock- 
ing to one’s sense of justice,” the commission says. 

The Mooney-Billings affair, which has been called 
the “American Dreyfus case,” is an amazing chronicle 
of perjury and prejudice. Indeed, the disclosures 
have been impressive enough to convince the 10 liv- 
ing jurors, the trial Judge, the Assistant District At- 
torney and the detective chief that the men are in- 
nocent, and to persuade them to work for the prison- 
ers’ freedom.

We do not, of course, fol- 
low Marx in his conclusions, but it is impossible 
in the present state of the world to avoid the con- 
viction that upon economics depends largely the social 
and political future of the nations. The collapse of 
Germany would seriously affect every nation. not only 
economically, but the political developments might 
bring about greater disasters. It might cause war, 
which, in the opinion of the best European statesmen, 
would be the ruin of European civilization. Norman 
Angell quotes one of the leading Premiers of Europe 
as saying that Europe is going to the devil. If 
Burope goes to the devil, the whole civilized world 
will be dragged a long way in that direction. , 

There is not a European nation that wants war. 
There is not one of them that can bear the financial 
burden of another war. They are not able to make 
war. But war is sometimes not a matter of calm 
choice but of emotional crises caused by economic 
distress. If there should be a revolution, political 
or violent, in Germany or any other leading nation 
of Europe, the consequences could not well be fore- 
told. It might lead to such fear and friction that a 
war of exhaustion would be inevitable. The conse- 
quences of economic depression; extreme poverty and 
unemployment have been demonstrated in many of 
the nations in Latin America and the Orient. 

It is this consideration of the possible effects of 
an economic debacle that has worried European 
statesmen and has led Mr. Hoover to propose a mora-

PUBLIC RIGHTS ON LAKE OF THE OZARKS. 

A ruling by the United States Engineer's office in 
Kansas City that no private rights can obtain on any 
part of the Lake of the Ozarks is in accord with the 
law as to navigable streams. Shore rights may be ac- 
quired on any part of the lake, but the lake itself 
belongs to the people. 

Any supposition that the Bagnell Dam has made 
the Osage other than a navigable stream is falla- 
cious, as it is fallacious to assume that by damming 
up a stream any corporation can acquire ownership in 
the backwater. This is a point that is often threshed 
out. It always ends with the establishment of the 
clear right of the people to use all such waters as 
they will. The sole exclusive use of such waters by 
power companies is to generate electricity. Otherwise 
they belong to the Government. 

It will also be found that use of the shores on the 
Lake of the Ozarks is not exclusive to the point of. 
trespass. upon the shore rights of those who navigate 
the stream. Those who navigate the stream can land 
upon its shores. It is therefore a mistake to suppose

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THE LAST ABSOLUTISM. 

Haile Selassie I, King of Kings of Ethiopia, Con- 
quering Lion of Judah and Elect of God, still reigns 
picturesquely in Abyssinia, but with a difference. He 
has granted a constitution to his 10,000,000 subjects, 
and his nation thereby catches up with the rest of 
the world. The last independent absolute monarchy, 
in interior Africa, yields to the movement that gave 
the world Justinian’s code, Britain’s vast unwritten 
Constitution, ous own and France’s fundamental doc- 
uments and many more. China and Turkey, after cen- 
turies of absolute rule, required revolutions to make 
the change. Afghanistan, an isolated nation like 
Abyssinia, received a Legislature by royal edict in 
1922. Now Haile Selassie explains that his country 
has so advanced that he no longer needs to “rule like 
}& father,” but can share power with the people. 
Whether so intended or not, this statement is a subtle 
rebuke to the dictators in nations more advanced 
than remote Abyssinia who still find it necessary or 
‘convenient to “rule like a father.” 

Perhaps Abyssinia under her new regime will give 
attention to human slavery,, which survives there 
with unreckoned thousands held in bondage. The na- 
tion was not admitted to the League of Nations until 
she promised to abolish slavery, but the traffic still 
goes on. It is said there are today in Addis Ababsa, 
the capital, as many slaves as freemen, despite the 
ruler’s decrees. Slavery and representative govern- 
ment have existed side by sige, as in our own coun- 
try, but their coexistencé is an anomaly. Re- 
actionary forces still may be able to block the reform 
and to resist the League's pressure. Constitutional re- 
form, however, should accelerate the change.

that has no present value. Every na- 
tion pays international political debts with 
groans and maledictions: In the present 
period of world-wide business stress and 
strain, they are looked upon as particularly 
detestable and unbearably oppressive. As 
the ultfmate creditor, the United States 
holds the key log in this jam. 

When President Hoover, visualized as a 
lumberjack, released a key log in this tan- 
gied pile of international business discord 
and confusion, the whole jammed commer- 
cial world started to move again with a 
deafening roar. There may be and prob- 
ably will be future jams in this drive of 
abhorrent debt, but the President has given 
the world a necessary breathing spell. The 
direct effects of his energetic action are as 
yet uncertain and perhaps ephemeral so far 
as the United States is -concerned. But 
there is a certain value in the feeling it 
gives the world that we can at least partly 
engineer ourselves out of our distress and 
are not entirely dependent upon the slow 
processes of unmanaged cause and effect in 
the long swing of the business cycle.

It would be a grave error to assert that 
the moratorium will have immediate, sub- 
stantial effects upon business in the United 
States. The mere postponement of interna- 
tional debt obligations does not convert 
them into purchasing power. No funds 
have yet been released for the buying of 
goods from us. 

We must also face the fact that the Unit- 
ed States has taken a contagious initiative 
in torpedoing the Allied debts, the sanctity 
of which has been defended for 13 years 
as the very cornerstone of international 
good faith. We have admitted, notwith- 
standing the President's face-saving words 
to the contrary, that the debts to us and 
the German reparations are as closely tied 
together as the Siamese twins. We have 
opened wide the door to the reconsidera- 
tion, probable revision and possible can- 
cellation of the whole series of internation- 
al debts, and have let loose upon the world 
a flood of contention that will roll on for 
years. Germany is determined to escape 
if possible from the bondage of reparations 
payments, and short of war there is no es- 
cape for her except in cancellation of the 
Allied debts—which would mean that the 
United States would be the final victim of 
the war debts. 

It is undeniable that the more hopeful 
sentiment aroused throughout the world by 
President Hoover's proposal has contribut- 
ed to at least a temporary rise in the values 
of both commodities and securities. If 


nothing else comes of this welcome appre- 
ciation of six or seven billion dollars, it 
certainly has provided a cushion in the 
event of a subsequent decline in either se- 
curities or commodities. It has also af- 
forded an opportunity for the banks to find 
some relief from frozen loans, thus hasten- 
ing the end of enforced liquidation. 

We may expect some long-range benefits 
from a general betterment in basic political 
and commercial conditions abroad, which 
may reasonably be expected from the un- 
doubted relief Germany will receive. No 
business will come to us, however, from 
this better situation, without additional pri- 
vate loans—loans that would be admittedly 
difficult to float publicly in this country 
in the light of the unprofitable experience 
of many investors in foreign securities. 


Aside from a little help to the British 
colonies, resulting from the general sus- 
pension of all political debts, Germany is 
he only nation to receive direct benefits 
from the moratorium—all the others 
assume burdens in order to lighten Ger- 
many’s. Without it, Germany would have 
been compelled to pay the Allies $427,- 
000,000,.unless she had resorted to the par- 
tial moratorium provision of the Young 
plan; but in any event her payments would 
have amounted to more than $300.000.000. 

The demoralizing effect of the prospect of 
such a Giversion of’ national income on the 
German fiscal system, in the present low 
tide of industry and commerce, the flight 
of foreign capital and the surly mood of 
the unemployed) underfeq and overtaxed 
population, was devastating. These forces 
had already produced such an effect that 
the national bank of Germany, the Reichs- 
bank, was within two days of collapse when 
President Hoover acted. To save Germany 
was of supreme importance because of the 
possible effect of such a collapse on the 
entire world. With about half the German 
electorate favoring outright repudiation of 
reparations, an explosive crisis was possibly 
at hand. 

The chanoes are that the suspension of 
international payments will put Germany 
on her feet, and, in the end, react to the 
benefit of the world at large. The time 
was ripe for a purposeful offensive against 
destructive tendencies that were becoming 
chronic. The depression is the runaway ef- 
fect of man-made causes. It can undoubt- 
edly be checked by deliberately taken cor- 
rective measures. “ 

Any expedients chogen, however, must be 
of a type whose long-range consequences 
are as sound as the immediate benefits are 
alluring. This is the only kind which 
should be employed henceforth.

SV Se pectent Se July 18.—The 
Methodist Episcopal Board of Tem- 
perance today proposed that dras- 
tic steps be taken to clean up the 
theater nationally, after attacking 
particularly many of the stage per- 
formances seen in Washington dur- 
ing the last season. 

An editorial in the board's week- 
ly clip-sheet, describing the experi- 
ences of a man characterized as @ 
«professional reformer,” asserted 
the present portrayals of both the 
stage and screen.were “driving the 
American péople toward censor- 
ship. oe 

Speaking of the audience at a4 
vaudeville performance in a local 
motion picture theater, the editori- 
al said: “The stuff they were get- 
ting was the kind of antiquated 
burlesque jokes heard in theaters 
where the majority of people do a 
lot of scratching.” Ofa stock com- 
pany it said: “Three out of four 
of the plays presented by that 
company during the winter were 
characterized by a constant flow of 
profanity and obscenity, by cons- 
tant drinking of bootleg liquors 
and by dialogue which clearly indi- 
cated that all of the women char- 
acters in the play (notthe perform- 
ers) were without any regard for 
chastity or fidelity as principles or 
policies. The comedy was frequent- 
ly ‘raw’ or worse.” 

The man described as a “pro- 
fesional reformer” was said to have 
objected to the theater managers 
without avail. The editorial con- 
tinued by saying that highly moral 
plays could be run _ successfully, 
adding that “during the recent sea- 
son, plays like the ‘Apple Cart,’ 
‘Journey’s End,’ ‘Berkeley Square,’ 
‘Michael and Mary,’ ‘The Green 
Pastures,’ ‘Death Takes a Holiday,’ 
all were crowded to the doors.” 

The board suggested that “if the 
theater people simply will not cease 
offending against decency, prosecu- 
tions should be insisted upon.” 

It was suggested that conferences 
should be held between leading 
churchmen and theatrical manag- 
ers, and that a committee “should 
be organized in each church to 
watch the shows.’’

NAUTILUS “TOOK AN AWFUL 
BEATING FROM ATLANTIC” 


Member of ~ Wilkins’ Submarine 
Crew Who Quit, Says Voyage 
Was “Terrible.”

LANCASTER, Pa.. July 18,.—- 
Oliver C. Riggs, former assistant 
engineer of Sir Hubert Wilkins 
submarine Nautilus, said today the 
undersea boat's crew “took an aw- 
ful beating from the Atlantic” on 
the way to Great Britain, the first 
leg of the proposed journey to the 
North Pole. 

Riggs, who resigned when the 
Nautilus reached Ireland. said the 
ocean crossing was the most terri- 
ble voyage he had ever made. At 
one time, he said, all but four 
members of the crew were helpless 
with seasickness, Sir Hubert him. 
self, though very ill, stood watch 
on two occasions when there was 
no one else to do it ,and served as 
an oiler to relieve men too sick to 
work. “All of uS were masses o/ 
bruises whem we landed,’ Riggs 
said. “Because of the scarcity of 
fresh water, the men could neither 
wash nor shave during the whole 
voyage.”

“It's impossible,” he said, “to 
raise temperate zone flowers out- 
doors in a tropical climate.”’

Rodowe H. Abeken, as Missouri 
recetver for the defunct Federal 


Automobile Insurance Association, 
an Indianapolis reciprocal con- 
cern, filed suit in ~ Circuit Court 
yesterday against 11,000 of its 
policy holders. The suit asks that 
they be required to pay one addi- 
‘tional assessment, under the terms 
of their contract, for the purpose 
of acquiring a fund to liquidate 
claims and other obligations, in- 
cluding the expense of the receiv- 
ership. 

According to C. A. Geers, at- 
torney for the receiver, the total 
amount demanded in the petition 
is approximately $300,C00. About 
2300 of the defendants live in this 
city, he says. 

In March, 1928, Garrett.W. Olds 
was appointed by a court in Indi- 
anapolis receiver for the associa- 
tion, which is also styled the Fed- 
eral Automobile Insurance Under- 
writers. Subsequently Abeken 
qualified as his Missouri represen- 
tative by appointment of court and 
obtained authority from the late 
Circuit Judge Sale, then on the 
bench, to enter suit against the 
policyhotters. 

More than 300 such suits were 
filed in the courts of justices of 
the peace in this city, but it has 
been determined in order to sim- 
plify matters that one suit includ- 
ing all who have not heretofore 
been sued should be prosecuted in 
the Circuit Court. Attorney Geers 
says if it develops the same per- 
son has been sued twice on the 
same claim only one case will be 
prosecuted. Many of the policy- 


‘| holders have declined to pay on the 


ground that all assessments levied 
had been paid by them when the 
company collapsed.

Prohibition laws accounted for 
705 of the 935 criminalecases ter- 
minated in Federal Courts of the 
Eastern District of Missouri, ac- 
cording to the anntial report of 
United States Atiorney Breuer, 
made public yesterday.

AMENDED LAW 
SAID TO BE VOID 


Class Legislation, It Is Al- 
leged, Because Machines 
Which Do Not Haul for 
Hire Are Exempted. 


Members of the Missouri Truck« 
men's Association, who operate 
freight-carrying trucks over Iili- 
nois State highways, have obtained 
a temporary injunction restraining 
Secretary of State Stratton from 
attempting to collect an additional 
tax on their business. A hearihg 
will be held on the injunctiono at 


Springfield in September. 

Truckmen contend the law 
authorizing collection of,the tax 
which was passed in 1928 and 
amended during the last session of. 
the Legislature, 4s unconstitutional. 
No attempt was made to enforce it 
until recently, according to Byron 
E, Finley, president of the associa- 
tion. 

The flaw provides that all trucks 
which operate on fixed schedules 
over State highways shall be sub- 
ject to an annual tax of $1 for 
each 100 pounds gross weight of 
vehicle and load, in addition to 
the usual truck license fee. Ef- 
fective next year the tax, as 
amended, will be $1.50 for each 
100 pounds. 

Tax on Average Truck. 

The total tax for the average 
truck, Finley says, would be $390 
a year, according to the present 
rate, and $510 a year when the in- 
creased rate becomes effective. 
| These figures are based on his as- 
sumption that the average truck 
| used in freight service has a rated 
|capacity of three tons, weighs 10,- 
000 pounds and carries a maximum 
load of 14,000 pounds. The ordi- 
nary license fee for such a truck 
is $150, the rest of the tax being 
the special levy. 

The Truck Association Execu- 
tives of America, Finley says, is 
_co-operating with his association 
in seeking a court test of validity 
of the tax. Although the law ex- 
cludes “occasional haulers” from 

its provisions, the Autrmobile 

Chamber of Commerce has esti- 
mated, according to Finley, that it 
applies to about 100,000 trucks. 

“We do not object to paying a 
reasonable tax,’’ Finley says, “but 
we do regard this tax as an un- 
reasonable burden on _ interstate 
commerce. 

“We think it Is class legislation 
because it exempts trucks which 
do not haul freight for hire, such 
as those of companies whic! maine 
tain their own truck service. 

“Another ground on which we 
believe the law will be held uncon- 
stitutional is that it does not 
specify what use is to by made of 
the funds collected through the 
tax. The Secretary of State has 
said that the money will be used 
for construction and maintenance 
of highways, but there is nothing 
in the law to make that compul- 
sory.” 

No Objection in Missourt. 

The Illinois tax is not greatly fn 
excess of the tax which will bee 
come effective in Missouri in Sep- 

| tember when freight-hauling truck 
lines are placed under the jurisdic. 
tion of the Public Service Commis- 
sion, but truckmen are not object- 
ing to the Missouri tax, Finley 
says, “because they will get some- 
thing for their money.” 

Regulation by the Missouri! Pub- 
lic Service Commission will prevent 
unlimited competition and stabilize 
‘rates. It will be necessary for @ 
truck line to obtain a certificate 
of convenience and necessity from 
the commission before it can oper- 
ate and the commission will supefe 
vise rates. 

The truck which would be sube 
'ject to a license fee of $510 in Iill- 
i'nois next year will be taxed $350 
in Missouri when the Public Serve 
‘ice Commission assumes supervi- 


sion.

LONDON. 
QUADRON LEADER E. F. HOW- 
ARD-WILLIAMS of the British 
“Royal Air Force has been making 
an informal study of African wild life 
from the vantage point of an airplane, 
and the result of this study has been 
recorded in a series of unusual photo- 


graphs. Several of these photographs 
are reproduced on this page. They are 
not only interesting from the stand. 
point of photographie composition but 
to the experienced eye and even, to 
some extent, to the unexperienced eye, 
they offer valuable evidence of animal 
behavior in the face of a strange phe- 


nomenon, from the animals’ viewpoint 
a totally unpredictable menace. 

The menace, of course, was the air- 
plane in which Squadron Leader Wil- 
liams was riding as he followed, in a 
general way, the main air route 
through Africa. The terrific noise 
made by the airplane, especially when 
it dipped*to low levels in order to per- 
mit the photographer to get advan- 
tageous shots, was, of course, some- 
thing new to the wandering herds of 
elephants, water buffalo, zebra and the 
like. Their response was what might 
have been expected in most cases. 
That is, they fled at top speed, though 
always with a great deal of order ahd 
according to an instinctive plan. 

In some cases, however, the animals 
showed rare courage. Squadron Lead. 
er Howard-Willians reported that the 
elephants sometimes stamped their 
feet in fury and waved their trunks in 
a frantic effort to reach the elusive 
enemy. In one case several elephants 
actually tried to charge an airplane in 
flight. That is, they ran toward it with

noisy trumpetings and aggressive leaps 
in the air. 

Water buffalo are not sc courageous 
as elephants, but they always retreat 
in good order and always arrange 
themselves with an apparent view to 
protection of the young. As is shown 
in one of the reproductions on this 
page, the defense formation of a herd 
of buffalo always finds the bulls fac- 
ing the ‘‘enemy,’’ with calves behind 
them, protected by cows. 

The photographs were taken in the 
Southern Sudan, during March and 
April, when, according to Howard- 
Williams, “rains are anxiously await- 
ed hy both man and beast to give 
life to the sun-baked earth and to fill 
the rivers and water pools.”’ 

During these months hundreds of 
thousands of animals are forced to the 
waain rivers to drink. When the rains 
begin, the herds of game spread out 
into the surrouhding country, where 
new pastures and fresh pools of water 
enable them to sustain life.

There are some places on the globe 
that have virtually no bumidity. The 
driest known spot, gccording 40 Pal- 
man, is Arica, Chile, with an average 


annual rainfall of only .02 of anh inch. 


This average was based on a record of 
17 years, dtring which there were only 
three measurable showers. However, 
no place has been found at which rain 
(or snow, in the polar regions) never 
fails. Ten years sometimes goes by 
between showers in the Nile Valley in 
Upper Egypt, but it does rain. There 
are four contestants for the wettest 
spot on the globe, the best known be- 
ing Cherra Punji, in the Khasi Hills of 
Assam, British India, where the av- 
erage yearly rainfall is 428 inches, 
10 times that of Washington, D. C. 
But when we feel like cursing the 
weather and the atmosphere that is 
responsible for it, we had best remem- 
per, says Talman, that without this 
blanket of atmosphere life om the earth 
would be impossible.

The terrific noise 
made by the airplane, especially when 
it dipped’ to low levels in order to per- 
mit the photographer to get advan- 
tageous shots, was, of course, some- 
thing new to the wandering herds of 
elephants, water buffalo, zebra and the 
like. Their response was what might 
have been expected in most cases. 
That is, they fled at top speed, though 
always with a great deal of order and 
according to an instinctive plan. 

In some cases, however, the animals 
showed rare courage.

Not long ago at Yuma, Arizona, 
he points out, when the temperature 
was at 120 in’ the shade, people carried 
on their vocations with no unusual dis- 
eomfort, and there were no cases of 
sunstroke. In oasis villages in the 
Sahara Desert, the natives bask in the 
sun with pleasure when the thermom- 
eter eegisters more than 100 degrees. 

‘ The fine, dry air has a cooling power 
far greater than, say, humid, still air 
at a temperature of 90 or 85. 

What was formerly believed to be 
“crowd poisoning,’’ a lack of oxygen 
and a corresponding excess of carbon 
dioxide, is now seen, Talman writes, 
to he merely the result of stagnant, 

dull air that has no. longer 
any cooling effect on the 
body. The deaths in the Black 
Hole of Calcutta were not due 
to suffocation, lack of air, but 
to heatstroke, according to an 
English authority whom Tal- 
man quotes. The air in the 
small dungeon in whieh the 
146 Europeans were impris- 

“~oned was dead air, the weath- 
er was intensely hot. There 
was insufficient movement of 
the air to cool the bodies of 
the prisoners. Only 23 of the 
number were alive after a 
night in the’Black Hole. Per- 
haps one small electric fan, if 
they had had such a device in 
1756, when the tragedy oc- 
curred, would have been 
enough to have saved these 
lives. 


“We talk of being ‘hot’ or ~ 


‘cold,’ though it is an elemen- 
tary scientific fact that the

temperature of the healthy human 
body ‘never varies, except just at the 


‘surface, more than a small fraction 


of'a degree from ‘blood heat’ (98.6 
Fahrenheit}, regardless of weather, 
clothing and other external condi- 
tions. Heat is cénstantly produced in 
the body from food by a sort of com- 
bustion’ process, and the supply is tem- 
porarily increased by muscular exer- 
tion. It must be given off to the air 
as fast as it is produced; otherwise the 
internal temperature will rise, and a 
rise of a few — is fatal. 


rq4 HE’ deities by which the 
body maintains this steady 
outflow of heat is complex 


and is not fully understood, but 
we know that the sensations of com- 


fort and discomfort that we de- 


scribe in terms of temperature really 
register the relative ease or difficulty 
with which this heat-losing process is 
accomplished, It is easy when atmos- 
pheric “conditions are favorable, “and 


‘difficult when they are un- 


favorable, but atmospheric 
conditions besides .jempera- 
ture are concerned, so that 
our sensations do not cor- 
rectly record the temperature 
of the air.”’ 

‘Our sensations of heat and 
cold register the cooling pow- 
er’ of the air, and this de- 
pends upon three things-—air 
movement, air temperature 
and air humidity. Several in- 
struments have been devised 
to measure the combined ef- 
fects of these three factors. 

Talman looks forward to 
the day when all interiors 
will be cooled in hot weath- 
er, as movie theaters and 
certain restaurants are today. 
In the last 10 years the re- 
search laboratory of the 
American Society of Heating 
and Ventilating Engineers in 
Pittsburg has done much to

make practical air cooling of even 
small homes and apartment houses. As 
Talman pointswut, most buman beings 
spend from 80 to 95 per cent of their 
time indoors. Increased efficiency and 
better health have already been dem- 
onstrated in large industrial plants 
that havé installed sir-conditioning 
systems for the comfort of their em- 
ployes. In the future he predicts: 
“Most buildingé@will ‘bé equipped, 
ag many are today, with an air-condi- 
tioning: plant for ‘keeping the atmos- 
phere indoors as warm or cool and as 
moist or dry as the occupants may de- 
sire. A constant gentle circulation, 
without drafts, will be maintained by 
rotary blowers and a system of ducts 
for distributing the air. Sprays and 
filters will keep out the dust from the 
street, while the moistening of the air 
indoors will check the formation and 
spread of dust. from clothing, rugs, 
hangings and other sources inside the 
building. Lastly, the air will be treat- 
ed chemically to remove odors.” — 
There are some places on the globe 
that have virtually no bumidity. The 
driest known spot, gccording to Pal- 
man, is Arica, Chile, with an average 


annual rainfall of only .02 of ah inch.” 


This average was based on a record of 
17 years, during which there were only 
three measurable showers. However, 
no place has been found at which rain 
(or snow, in the polar regions) never 
falls. Ten years sometimes goes by 
between showers in the Nile Valley in 
Upper Egypt, but it does rain. There 
are four contestants for the wettest 
spot on the globe, the best known be- 
ing Cherra Punji, in the Khasi Hills of 
Assam, British India, where the av- 
erage yearly rainfall is 428 inches, 
10 times that of Washington, D. C. 
But when we feel like cursing the 
weather and the atmosphere that is 
responsible for it, we had best remem- 
per, says Talman, that without this 
blanket of atmosphere life om the earth 
would be impossible. The moon has 
no atmosphere, and because of this 
fact Talman is skeptical of the success 


‘of the various proposed rocket voyages 
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into interplanetary space, to the moon 
and other bodies. 

“The surface of the moon, lacking 
the protection of an atmosphere, grows 
intensely hot under sunshine. Measure- 
ments made with delicate. apparatus 
from our distant point of observation 
indicate a ‘emperature around. 250 
degrees -Fahrenhejt°in the middle of 
the lunar day...After sunset on. the 
moon the surface’ ¢pols rapidly, despite 
a supply of heat stored in the under- 
lying’ rocks during the previous day- 


time period, The temperattre probably 


falls to something like 110 degrees be- 
low zerq Fahrenheit before the lunar 
night is over.”’ . 

Not only does our atmosphere pro- 
tect us from extremes of temperature 
such &s these but it likewise protects 
us from a continual barrage of meteors, 
ranging in size from those as large as 
a grain of sand to those weighing sev- 
eral tons. Travelers to the moon would 
have to devise some sort of armor to 
protect themselves from this bombard. 
ment, and since the meteors travel at 
about 26 miles a second, even the 
smallest would be fatal.

‘“‘People in the Eastern states con- 
gratulate themselves upon not living 
in the ‘tornado belt,’ vaguely located 
somewhere west of the Mississippi. As 
a matter. of fact, the East is by no 
means exempt from tornadoes, and the 
prairie regions do not have nearly so 
great a preponderance of them as is 
commonly supposed. 

“During 25 years ended 1923 Penn- 
sylvania had 42 tornadoes, New York 
33 and Massachusetts 10. During the 
same period 177 occurred in Kansas, 
124 in Iowa and 72 in Nebraska. Per 
unit area, Massachusetts actually had 
more tornadoes than Nebraska and 
more than half as many as Kansas and 
Iowa.” 

‘The old-style “cyclone cellar” is the 
only tornado refuge, Talman says. 

Altogether, this book of Talman’s is 
crammed with weather, good, bad and 
indifferent, and he concedes quite 
readily, that there is nothing much that 
he or anyone else in the Weather Bu- 
reau ican.do about it. At the present 
stage, after 100 years, more or less, of 
recorded observation, there is not even 
very much that is scientifically known 
about it. Relatively speaking, that is. 
We will just have to go on having a 
lot .more weather before science will 
be able to do sowmuch as predict even 
a month or two In advance whether we 
shall be hot or cold, wet or dry.

Returns to Prison at the Age of Sixty. 


Berry took it to the depot and there 
he met Mrs. McVicar, who had been 
somewhat uneasy because it had failed 
to come along. 

Berry observed that Mrs. McVicar 
was extremely nervous, and when he 
explained that he had been late be. 
cause he had had to ask another 
man to help him-carry her trunk, she 
flushed and stammered out something 
in a confused voice. 

“Oh, don’t bother-any more about 
it,’ she gaid and turned and walked 
quickly away from the express office, 
which was in the railroad station. He 
thought that this was rather funny, 
but decided that probably the woman 
would come back later. He let the 
trunk stand in a corner of the office. 
It stood there all day. That evening 
someone shifted it to another cornet, 
where it would be more out of the way, 
and observed a very peculiar thumping 
noise. As though something loose 
were free to bump about inside. The 
expressman shook the trunk again. 
Yes, there was that strange noise. The 
police were summoned, they forced 
open the trunk and inside they found 
the body of a man, fully clothed except 
for coat and shoes. Within 12 hours 
it had been identified as the body of 
MecVicar and police were searching for 
his. widow. Death, it was found by 
autopsy, was due to morphine poison- 
ing. 

In their search they encountered in 
San Francisco one Joe Healy. Healy

An appeal was taken to the State Su- 
preme Court, however, and Mrs. Le- 
Doux was finally victorious, winning a 
retrial. When January 26, 1910, the 
date of the new trial, finally came, the 
Judge was handed a letter, signed by 
Mrs, LeDoux, It read: 

“Owing to the condition of . my 
health, which has become badly shat- 
tered by four years of confinement, I 
do not feel able to stand the strain of 
another trial. I therefore have de- 
cided to plead guilty, and I want you 
to do what you can to dispose of the 
matter quickly.”’

Viscount Astor’s beautiful estate, 


Cliveden, in whose gardens some of 
America’s war dead are buried, is soon 
to be closed because the burden of 
taxation weighs too heavily upon his 
lordship’s purse. Cliveden is ohe of the 
loveliest places in Buckinghamshire, 
England, a district famous for its 
beauty. There Lord Astor and his wife, 
the former Nancy Langhorne of Vir- 
ginia, have entertained some of the 
most noted figures on both sides of 
the Atlantic. Many poets have sung 
praises of the wooded estate of Clive- 
den. A palatial mansion stands in a 
park of 300 acres on high ground, dom- 
inating a broad stretch of the Thames 
known as the Cliveden Reach. In an- 
nouncing his decision to close Clive- 
den, Lord Astor told his tenants: 

“For every hundred pounds sterling 
($486), I receive, I have to pay sixty 
($291) to the Government.” 

Even the big town houses are going. 
In St. James's Square, London, there 
is a stately mansion in which an En- 


a 


glish King first saw the light of day: 
It belongs to Britain’s most ancient 
family, the House of Howard, Dukes 
of Norfolk. The young Duke, under 
advice of his bankers, is ready to let 
go the mansion at a reasonable figure. 
A century ago,shalf a century ago, the 
notion that Norfolk House would come 
under the ivory mallet of an auc- 
tioneer would have been scoffed at as 
utterly ridiculous. The idea that Ar. 
undel Castle, a small Windsor, would 
be let furnished, like any apartment 
house on Boston’s Beacon Hill or New 
York's Park Avenue, would have;been 
regarded as a- bit of wicked gossip. 
But both these events—Norfolk House 
“For Sale” and Arundel Castle “To 
Let’’—have come to pass. 

Of course, Norfolk House is not go- 
ing for a song, despite depression and 
taxes. It was recently offered for sale 
at auction, but was withdrawn at $1,- 
250,000. It is now hoped to dispose of 
the mansion at private sale. The hope 
of the Edwardians, as well as the few 
remaining survivors of the latter Vie- 
torian days, is that whoever buys it 
will retain it in its present form. De- 
spite much advertising in all the great 
dailies of the British Empire, as well 
as quiet listing with the great realty 
firms of New York and Washington, 
no offer has been received from any 
one desiring to use Norfolk House as 
a residence. 


. HE Duke of Norfolk is eager to 

get rid of more than castles, pal- 

aces, and land, for just a month 

or so ago he sold that most historic 

treasure, the ““‘Howard Grace Cup,” so 

intimately linked with the life of 
Thomas a’ Becket. 

One of the finest specimens of Eliza. 
bethan architecture, Crewe Hall, has 
been offered as an outright gift by the 
Marquis of Crewe to the Cheshire 
County Council. The value of the do- 
nation is placed at $1,500,000. Lord 
Crewe has not been in residence at 
Crewe Hall for a number of years. Not 
ofily has he lacked the cash to main- 
tain the army of servants, which the 
vast establishment demands, but he is 
also without funds to meet annugl 
taxes. Around the’ place hover the 
greatest of social traditions. The King 
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and the Queen stopped there in 1913. 
In its arrangements Crewe Hall is 
ultra-modern. There is an elevator 


‘ which carries food from the basement 


to the dining room and an electric 


service railway connecting the vast. 


range of the huge kitchens. Surround- 


ing the house are beautiful grounds. 


There is also a large lake well stocked 
with fish. 

Avon Castle, home of the Earls of 
Egmont, is on the market. The pres- 
ent peer, better known as the ‘“‘Ranch- 
er Earl,” has found the death duties 
demanded of him too heavy to be met 
out of income or personal property. 
The Earl of Egmont has fully recov- 
ered from his fairy tale translation 
from the prairie poverty of Alberta, 


Northwest Canada, to coronet and . 


castle. He is now damning the fates 
that brought him back to England to 
claim his heritage. He is quite frank 
in declaring that there is no glamour 
attaching to the British peerage. The 
Earl has decided that a ranch in Al- 
bérta is the place for him. He is tired 
of the silences of Avon Castle. Nowa- 
days very few people enter through 
the gates of Avon Castle, for they are 
locked. Nor does an obsequious gate- 
keeper throw wide the wrought-fron 
gates embossed with a golden escutch- 
eon, even for the passage of the Earl 
of Egmont himself. He and his son, 
the: 16-year-oid Viscount Frederick 
Perceval, do. this sort of thing for 
themselves. 

There is no staff of servants at the 
castle proper, either. The great apart- 
ments are empty, and only the Earl 
and his son and a single man servant 
eome and go in isolated splendor there. 
In the only two rooms the peer and his 
son occupy in the great establishment 
they do, between them, all their own 
cooking, washing, and laundering. 

But there are others. Lord Middie- 
ton wants to sell Birds-all and 10,000 
acres. The Duke of Portland says that 
hig descendants will not be able to 
live in historic Welbeck, and another 
Duke, the Duke of Montmorency, re 
cently sold historic Ben Lomond for a 
tithe of its value. Nothing today is so 
deceiving as the splendor and: stateli- 
ness of the magnificent estates of 
scores and scores of British noblemen. 
There they stand, looking as solid as 
rock, and as eternal. 

Many a landed nobleman knows noth- 
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ing of business, possesses no business 
training beyond the administration of 
lands, and that only under the guid- 
ance of an agent. Others understand 
the art of spending better than that 
of making money. And there are some 
who shoulder the financial burdens of 
spendthrift forbears. There is a com- 
mon blight upon mgny of these great 
estates. They are mortgaged, heavily 
mortgaged. 

Their owners cling to their heritage 
precariously, selling a farm here, a 
farm there, to meet the interest 
charges. Stables are often empty. Wine 
cellars are depleted. Great halls are 
bared of ancient heirlooms, rare vol- 
umes, priceless paintings, beautiful 
furniture. Little wonder, that family 
pride at last gives way before finan- 
cial pressure and one more estate 
comes under the hammer, passes from 
its age-long owners and undergoes a 
swift transformation into building sites 
for small home builders. 

Lord Derby is listed as one of the 
wealthiest of England’s peers. His 
family has roots very deep in Britain's 
soil, deeper far than the vast major- 
ity of titled folk. But, notwithstanding 
his ancient lineage, he has had to sell 
land—some 56000 acres of it in Lan- 
cashire. And his heir in due course 
will have to sell more land, and, after 
him, his heir again. 


OT only has Lord Derby been 
IN tcree to sell land, but he has 

had to cut down his racing estab- 
lishment. In fact, his lordship is will- 
ing to dispose of his entire stable for 
the modest gum of $1,250,000. He is 
eager to enjoy once more the feeling 
of real cash in his hands. 

Just a few weeks ago the Earl of 
Jersey came of age, which was cause 
for rejoicing among the inhabitants of 
Middleton, Stoney and Oxfordshire. As 
a testimonial, the tenants presented his 
lordship with. four silver-gilt candle- 
sticks. The Earl of Jersey was loath to 
accept the gift, explaining that he had 
distressing news for the Middietoni- 
ans, most of whom were in his service. 

“My good friends,” said the young 
peer, “it is very sad for me to tell you 
that I cannot afford to live amongst 
you at Middleton Park, as I have been 
used to, and as my father and grand- 
father had also. I simply have to close 
the castle. I have not the money to 
keep the place going.” 

The flight of British noblemen to 
the south of France, where they live 
in charming villas for six months of 
the year, thereby escaping taxation, is 
creating a new and vexatious problem 
for the British ment. Just un- 
der six months a year, if that long, 
they spend in Britain, usually in a 
modest city flat. Many exceedingly 
clever schemes have been contrived to 
get at the purses of these emigrees, 
but without much success.
